Bodie is looking splendid. Meu of 


means seem to bave great confidence 


in the future of Bodie. The health of 
the place is very poor. Pneumonia is 
taking people off very lively, at the 
rate of three or four a day. W. T. C. 
Elliott arrived here a few days ago. 
Mr. Hancock, the Reno carpenter, is 
also here, having just arrived from 
Lake District. Wm. Barlow is here. 
Richardson & Salisbury are doing 
well. No doubt you would like t 
hear somethirg ato it the mincs, Well, 
the Standard is the leading wine of 
the camp, having paid regular divid- 
ends for a long time, with no signs of 
failing but on the contrary improving. 
e Bodie is next in importance, be- 
ing well improved on the surface with 
machinery, etc. The Bulwer comes 


next. It is worked through the Stand- 


ard, and the Standard and Bulwer are 
erecting a fine 30 stamp mill. The 
‘Bulwer has no surface improvements, 
but is a good mine, The Con Pacific 
comes next, having just erected new 
hoisting works, and put in fine ma- 
chinery.
